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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1 0 March 2008 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues Mclntyre does not disclose the claim limitation "retrieving configuration settings of a model device and using these 
configuration settings to automatically configure other devices," however examiner respectfully disagrees. Mclntyre described a printer 
control program that automatically downloads printer settings and applies these settings to other printers. See [0013]. 

Applicant argues examiner is not able to combine the embodiments described in Mclntyre for a proper rejection under 35 USC 102(e), 
however examiner respectfully disagrees. The embodiments relied upon in Mclntyre both describe control programs accessing settings 
located elsewhere on a network and applying these settings to other printers. The first embodiment describes a central control program 
that accesses a database containing the settings (see fig. 1, [0026], [0029]). The second embodiment describes a control program on 
printer 221 that accesses settings from storage 240, which is located elsewhere on the network (see fig. 2, [0033]-[0034]). These settings 
are then applied to printers 220 via the control program on printer 221 (see [0035]). 

As such, the claims remain rejected as previously presented in the last office action dated 9 January 2008 and prosecution is now closed.
